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(57) Abstract: A vehicle safety restraint system 
comprises a portable base having a mounting 
assembly and a restraint assembly. The portable 
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assembly mounts the base to the seat of a vehicle 
and the restraint assembly restrains an occupant 
of the base. The mounting assembly may wrap 
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to mount the booster seat to the vehicle. The 
restraint assembly may comprise a five-point or 
a four-point restraint and may include a lateral 
support assembly. The restraint assembly may 
further include a torso support assembly. A 
method of mounting a portable base to a vehicle 
seat is provided. 
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
